Usually the 
flavor is affected, Decay sometimes 
appears: as a soft, discolored area 
on the peel. at the stem end or 
“button’’ of the fruit; or it may 
appear as: a water-soaked area, 
much of the natural yellow color 
within the area being lost and the

GOOD FOOD VALUE 
Sweet potatoes are exceptionally 
nutritious; In Civil War times, 
hard pressed troops short of ra- 
tions found they could live indef- 
initely on sweet. potatoes alone. 


The Japanese on Owinawa could 
not have held out as long as they 
did without sweet potato patches 
that could be raided at night for 
food. 


SWEET POTATO QUALITY 

Good sweet potatoes are smooth, 
well-shaped, firm and of bright 
appearance. Badly mishapen pota- 
toes, and those with growth cracks 
and wireworm injury are usable 
but wasty. 

Watch for any decay, 
spreads rapidly. Decay may ap- 
pear as soft wet rot, or dry, 
shrivelled, discolored and sunken 
areas, usually at the ends of the

Another form of decay appears 
as dark circular spots. 

Sweet potatoes that appear 
damp may have been bruised or 
frozen, or may be wet from ad- !
